2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art neither 
teaches nor suggests a composition comprising PYY(3-36) and the surface active agent L-a- 
phosphatidylcholine didecanoyl (DDPC), although compositions comprising a PYY and another 
surfactant are known. As discussed in the previous Office action, Cowley et al. (US 
2005/0176630) disclose compositions comprising a PYY and a surface-activating agent (a 
surfactant) as the PYY may be bound to a surfactant, such as a phospholipid, for example, 
chelate, deoxycholate or lecithin, to deliver the peptide across cell membranes (see paragraphs 
128 and 41 1-417). Pang et al. (US 2004/0228846) disclose compositions comprising a PYY 
and a surfactant such as sodium lauryl sulfate, lecithin or polyethylene glycol (see paragraphs 
153 and 170).
